Columbus, Feb. 12.—Political plans 


whereby the state senate was to have 
confirmed the appointment of certain 
Democrats to state offices in return for 
Which Governor Cox was to name two 
or more Republican members of the 
legislature to important state posts, 
were vetoed last night by a ruling by 
Attorney General -Price, 
it became 


known today. 
Price pointed out to Republican and 
Democratic leaders in on the deal, a 
constitutional provision which bars any 
member of the general assembly from 
accepting any state office, created by 
the assembly of which they are a mem- 
ber or accepting any of the emoluments 
"of an office for which the salary has 
been increased by the assembly for one 
year. 
' 


The plan reported to have been 
negotiated between the governor's of- 
fice and leaders of the assembly contem- 
plated the confirmation by the senate 
of Representative James A. Reynolds 
of Cleveland as a member of the board 
of administration and A. W 
Taylor, 
state highway commissioner, both Dem- 
ocrats, and whose confirmation had 
previously been rejected. In return for 
this act on the part of the senate Gov- 
ernor Cox was to name two Republican 
members of the board of. administra- 
tion. Representative C (5. Taylor of 
Norwalk, Speaker Carl R. Kimball of 
Madison, Lake county, and Senator 
Thomas Busbey of Clark county were 
being considered for 
Republican 
ap- 
pointments on the board of administra- 
tion. 
When it was discovered that this as- 
sembly had increased the salaries of 
members of the board of administration 
from $4,000 to $5,000 a year only last 
week the constitutional question was 
raised and Attorney General Price 
ruled that members of the assembly 
would be barred. This also ruled out 
Representative Reynolds, who has al- 
ready been appointed by Governor Cox. 
Several members if the assembly are 
said to have had their eyes on the 
state public utilities commission 
in 
event of a vacancy on this commission 
but this job- will also be barred to 
members of the assembly under Attor- 
ney General Price's holding. 
Members of the assembly could not 
even take a clerkship or a job as ele- 
vator attendant under the ruling be 
cause the assembly has increased all 
salaries of state employes.

"Oi every hand today there is 


heard expressed the hope that Ohio 
will not soon again be burdened with 
another legislature like the one that 
just adjourned fine die Thursday 
night. 


''Through a technical -detail the as- 


sembly will not actually adjourn until 
next Wednesday; A Quorum of both 
house* must be here- then so that-100 
bflls. not sighed by the presiding -of- 
ficers of the two •houses; may be 
signed; The adjournment resolution 
jwffl become effective when ^he bills 
have been signed. 


"The 
session; which tested 13 


months, resulted In virtual fattare on 
every big legislative problem that 
was tackled. -The 'result is that prac- 
tically every important group or in- 
terests, except the public utility com- 
panies, is dissatisfied. 


"Labor is sore, the farmers, the 


jdrys. the tobacco dealers, aupporter* 
of the initiative - and referendum, 
friends of civil service,-friends of bet- 
ter public health, thousands <of under- 
paid state employes and, above all, 
hundreds of thousands of 
they're all knocking the legislature. 


Peanut Polities •tamed.- 


"Continual bickerings, dissension 


and peanut politics characterized the 
session. 


"As the public generally is well 


aware, the biggest cause* ;df failure 
>w»*5the action- of-tbe Republican ma- 
JoTifies in house; and senate delegat- 
ing to members of the Republican 
atate advisory committee the job of 
mapping out and directing the legis- 
lative program. Individual legislators 
'bad little or nothing to say about: 
what should be done. Practically 
every big problem was considered 
from the standpoint/ of party expedi- 
ency, and the Democratic minority 
could ait back and with glee throw: 
monkey wrenches into the Republican 
plans and make all the trouble pos- 
sible. 


Three Held Whip. 


"Tbe direction of legislation was 


largely in the hand* of three men, 
.who had no official connection with 
the legislature: Harry M. Daughetty, 
public utility lawyer of Columbus; 
George Clark, a Canton lawyer, and 
Ed M. Turlington, professional politi- 
cian, Columbus. 


"These men decided the Republican

Supreme court and court of appeal 
judges each got $2,000 a year increase 
in pay, but the hundreds of state em- 
ployes who worrk for from f COO to 
12,400 a year got only from $10 to f 20 
a month increase. 


"Members of the state board of ad- 


mhiistration each got $1,000 a year 
increase; the state bank superinten- 
dent was jumped from $5,000 to $7,500 
a year; county auditor* bad their 
terms extended for two years, and 
hereafter have four-year tents; coun- 
ty commissioners got four-year terms, 
white the senate gave the Atate school 
superintendent an increase from $4r 
000 to $7j£00a year; but the bill failed 
to get through the house. 


Make Public Pay. 


"Many .millions of additional taxes 


will be taken from the pocket* of the 
people through; 'busting' the Smith 
law; and from the increased automo- 
bile license taxes, the direct inherit- 
ance tax^ 4he additional levy for good 
roads and besv-ier taxes on cigarets 
and stock issues of corporations.

World Survey Figures Reveal 


How Badly United States 


Is Paying Its Pastors. 


MANY LIVING ON $600 A YEAR 


One of the Alma of Prevent Protestant 
. Co-operation Is to End Diagraea 


of 'Underpaid Preacher—Pen. 


•Ions Alto to Be Provided. 


What are the chances of a young 


man who intends to be a lawyer of 
making $3,000 a year? What are the 
doctor's chance? What of the minister 
or the manufacturer? 


The lawyer has exactly one chance 


in five. The doctor's chances are one 
in seven. It is ten to one against the 
manufacturer. The modern minister, 
however, who formerly ranked with 
the doctor and lawyer as a member of 
the "learned professions," has fallen 
hopelessly'behind. He is a 100 to 1 
shot. 


These figures are part of a mass of 


astonishing facts brought to light by 
the world survey being made by the 
Interchurch World Movement and 
whose sources of information are such 
that many economists and statisti- 
cians are availing themselves of the 
results. This surrvey puts America's 
minister at the bottom of the ladder 
of the nation's income receivers—and 
with responsibilities which equal those 
of any captain of industry. 


A worker in a silk mill, a laborer in 


a rubber plant, a paper maker, a 
worker in a shoe factory—all are get- 
ting higher average wages, the survey 
shows, than does America's minister, 
city or country. Nor does the city 
man receive the luxurious salary that 
many persons, including many coun- 
try parsons, believes he does. Not 
four ministers in a thousand, accord- 
ing to the survey, receive $5,000 a 
year. In no instance, whatever de- 
nomination, does a majority receive 
$1,000. 


Cotton Pickers Better Off. 


Are you a Congregationalist? In 


2,783 churches the yearly pay to your 
ministers has 'been less than $1,000. 
Are you a Presbyterian? You are then 
on the less than $1,000 list with 6,415 
ministers. In the event that you are a 
Methodist the charge is that 4,719 pas- 
tors are trying to exist on the $20 a 
week that you pay them. Episcopalians 
do a little better, yet half of their rec- 
tors receive less than the $1,500 a year 
which government economists regard 
as the minimum on which a family 
can be decently maintained. 


The initial . cost of the cheapest 


"flivver" on the market is less than 
$600, but a very good, conscientious 
pastor, it is shown, can be hired for a 
year for that sum. 


Ministers in the South ara preachta*. 


to fifty or more cotton pickers who in- 
dividually are paid more for picking 
cotton than their- entire neighborhood 
pays to the preacher in a year. 


One of the aims of the present co- 


operation of the world's Protestant de- 
nominations is to end this disgrace of 
the underpaid minister. With univer- 
sities, business houses and municipali- 
ties daity taking action to provide for 
the comfort of their workers, the 
church is to keep pace with the times, 
and to arrange not only for adequate 
pay for it's workers, but to provide 
pensions for those no longer able to 
work. 


It is to move the public to prevent 


unfavorable comparison of pastors and 
puddlers. Until then, as for a puddler 
swapping jobs with a "pastor drawing 
an "ordinary" salary—never! 
The 


lowest salary' paid to pastors is lower 
than any wages-paid in the entire steel 
industry.
